A car load of yellow lake perch fry 
was planted in Lake Margrethe Tues- 
day, in ‘addition to fifty cans that had 
already been planted there this sea- 
son. f . 

These perch are taken from a small 
stream near Cheboygan that the fish 
had run into out of Lake Huron. It 
ig said that literally millions of yel- 
low lake perch fry are crowding them- 
selves into the stream and are scoop- 
ed up by the shovelful. The State 
fish commission are taking. advantage 
of this natura) source of supply and, 
inetead of hatching them in the fish 
hatcheries, arc taking the fry as they 
eome ub into the creeks.’ The same 
eondition exists in the Boardman ri- 
ver, from which the State game de- 
partment has taken and shipped mil- 
ions of yellow perch fry to the inland 
lakes. This condition. has never been 
known ‘to. occur before and will save 
the state of Michigan thousands of 
.dollars.jn hatching expense. 

The fish when they arrived in Gray- 
‘ling were found to be from 3 to 4 in- 
ches in length, and it is reasonable 
to believe that almost every one of 
them will live to grow into big fish. 
Supt.. P. G. Zalsman, of the local hat- 
chery, was on hand to superintend the 
planting of them. Assistance was 
summoned to cart the cans of fry to 
the lake and in a short time there 
were a number of trucks on hand tu 
give their service free. These whos 
helped in the hauling were Harry 
Simpson, H. Peterson, Conrad Soren- 
son, Sigwald Hanson, George Schai- 
ble and the Fish Hatchery truck. 

The lake was pretty rough and it 
was necessary to plant the fry along 
a shore where the waves could not 
wash the little fish onto the heach. 

At first the fry remained in schools 
about the boat and there were miri- 
ads of them, Finally some of them 
started for the deep water and soci 
the whole school followed. It was 
a great sight to see this cloud lke 
niass floating out to deep water. These 
fish are cf a large variety and will 
make a valuable assessory to Lake 
Maregrethe. Supt. Zallsman says 
that these fish should be ready to 
spawn in a couple of years and should | 
be sufficient to keen this lake well’

We will explain plainly why we 
push Holsteins. 

Follow the reasons carefully, 
(1)—If you are going into the dairy 

business, you should not do it with 
a beef breed. 
That would be like using a heavy 
horse from a lumber camp for a 
buggy horse. 

(2)—-You can’t put two cows, a strong 
dairy animal and a strong beef an- 
imal under one skin. 

Get on one side or the other of the 
fence. 

(3)—-As an aniraal develops strongly 
as a beef type, it fails in same pro- 
portion as a dairy type. 

(4)—-The few extra dollars the farmer 
receives the one time that he sends 
his beefy cow to the butcher he los- 
es each year on her as a dairy ani- 
mal.

The majority ef Sir Walter. Scott's 
novels were published ancuymously. 
“Waverley” appeared in 1914, and not 
anti) 1827 was it formally acknewl- 
é€dged that Scott waa the author of 
The Waverley Novels. A few Edin- 
bargh (friends were always in the 
secret and year by year the eircle of 
those who knew was widened. But to 
thousands and thousamds of rapt 
readers, the author remained “She 
Great . Unknown.” Even those who 
actually knew Scott to be the anthor 
were sometimes purzied. He had off- 
clal law duties which he did not sbirk; 
he appeared in society more than many 
busy men; each year his mame was 
signed to so many articles and reviews 
that It seemed fucredible that be could 
find time for anything elae. 

The explanation lay tn Scott’s ability 
to evoncentrate. He knew -what he 
wanted to say and be spent jittle time 
bunting for phrases or polishing his 
sentences, There is 2 familiar anecdote 
of » visitor to Edinburgh, dintog with 
convivial friends and looking out af a 
window at a hand which went back 
and forth, back and forth, acroas sheets 
of paper. “It never atops,” aagid hina 
host. . “¥t im the same every 
night.” The visitor suggested that 
it was perhaps a dilfgent clerk. “No, 
boys,” hia friend replied, “I well know 
whose hand it is—’Us Walter Scatva.” 

Sometimes Jcott was so racked by 
pain that he could not write. “The 
Bride of Lammermoor” and “lyanhve” 
were dictated while the author ware 
suffering so intensely from cramps that 
between sentences he screamed aloud 
in agony. But when he was begged to 
stop tnd rest. he snswered, “Nay, 
Willie, only see that the doors are 
fast.” 


ET us for a few thrilting minutes 

transport ourselves to Scotland 

in 1745, when its Tighland fer- 
ests teemed with the caves of rabbers 
and its moors resounded with the 
shuuting of the chieftains as they bat- 
tled to restore the exiled house of 
Stuart to the threne, then vecupied by 
King George II.

Op 
the way to England, however, he is ar- 
rested and charged with desertion and 
treason. Knowlng himself to be inno- 
cent, he {s mystified at this turn of af- 
fairs, What pilot has been hatched 
against him and by whom? His stupe- 
faction increases when he is rescued 
by a band of Highlanders, Who are 
these Highlanders?

FEW OPPOSE 7B ERADICATION 


Cattle Dealers Who Do, Not Favor 
Measures Are Infiuenced by 
Selfish Motives. 


(Prepared by the United Btates Department 
of Agriculture.) 


Only a few people are opposed to 
regulating traffic in tuberculous live 
stock, but thelr opposition 1s some- 
ttmes effective, and several cases of 
the Kind have been traced by the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. However, the department be- 
Ileves that cattle dealers who do not 
favor tuberculosis eradication are in- 
fluenced by selfish motives and do not 
represent the true spirit of live-stock 
owners and others interested In healtb- 
Jer and better domestic animals on 
American farms, 

Although many states have suitable 
laws to protect farmers and other live- 
stock owners against traffic In tuberco-

fous animals, the paractice continues 
in some localities. Here is an in- 
stance: In Massachusetts a purebred 
Hoistein cow, valued at $100, was 
disposed of as a reactor; but in- 
stead of being slaughtered or segrega- 
ted she was iater sold to a state 
institution for $800. The herd at this 
institution had previously been free 
of tuberculosis. It was being im- 
proved by the purchase of new aun!- 
mals, and every available precaution 
was taken to see that they were 
healthy. Recently thls herd was re 
tested and three reactors were found. 
one of which was the cow in ques- 
tlon, All showed well-marked lesions 
of tuberculosis of post-mortem ex- 
iminatlon. 

There is no law or regulation in 
Massachusetts preventing the sale or 
requiring the segregation of reactors. 
A few enttle denlers led the opposi- 
thon to a bill before the last general 
court providing for the control and 
sale of animals reacting to the tuber- 
enlip test. Owing to the importance 
of eradicating tuberculosis from live 
stock, the Department of Agriculture 
is furnishing to the public full in- 
formation regarding the nature of 
the disease and the way to get rid 
of {t.

REMOVE WARTS FROM CALVES

Calves are frequently troubled with 
amall tumor-lHke growths on the lps, 
around the eyes, on the ears, and at 
the tait head. Occasionally other parts 
of the body are affected as well. 
Warts may best be removed by svip- 
ping them off with sharp scissors. A 
strong thread or a horse hatr may be 
used in, thelr removal by looping It 
-over them and then by the application 
of force slowly severing them at their 
base. After they have been removed 
the roots should be cauterized with 
Uncture of tron, glacial acetic acid, or 
lunar caustic.

Find No Motive for Crime, Other 
Than a Desire to Watch 
Traln Pile Up. 


Fiint, Micb—Two railroad wrecks 
and severa) attempts to derail trains 
in Michigan in the last few months 
are believed by railroad detectives 
and local officers to have been clear- 
ed up by the statement made at the 
Genessee County jail last night by 
| Henry Gates, 59 years old, formerly 
of Huntington, Ind. 

Gates admitted Monday, the officers 
say, that he tore up the rajis on the 
Grand Trunk line between Lapeer 
and Elba jast Saturday morning just 
before Grand Trunk train, No, 5, was 
due, and then jumped aside just In 
time to avoid being caught In the 
wreckage. In a statement he made 
last night, the officers say, he also 
admitted that he tore up a piece of 
the track which caused the Michigan 
Central wreck near Dearborn last 
July, which resulted in the death of 
the engineer, and that he tried to de- 
rail a Grand Trunk train on the Sag- 
inaw-Durand division between Mont- 
rose and Brent Creek a few weeks 
ago. 

Waited for Foggy Night. 


The officers will ask doctors to ex- 
amine Gates to determine his sanity. 
Detectives who questioned him said 
they could find no motive for his acts 
other than his desire to watch a train 
pile up, and they believe he is insane. 
* Gates said that he stole the tools 
used to wreck the Grand Trunk train, 
Saturday, morning, from a tool house 
near )ba severa] weeks ago, and that 
he has had them in hiding since then, 
waiting for a foggy night. Gates once 
worked for the Erie Railroad out of 
Huntington, he told the officers, and 
learned how to rip up tracks when he 
was a section hand. 

According to the officers, Gates 
sald Monday night that 10 years ago 
he was overcome by the heat and 
that his mind has been a blank at 
frequent intervals since then. He and 
his wife were parted eight years ago 
in Huntington, Gates said, and since 
then he has wandered about the coun- 
try. 

jin Detroit Last Summer. 


He came to Michigan only a few 
weeks before the Michigan Central 
wreck last summer, and his story In- 
dicates that he spent several days in 
Detroit, although be did not know the 
name of that city. After wrecking 
the train near Dearborn, he said he 
went to Howell, where he worked for 
a farmer for a few weeks. He said 
he had forgotten where he went after 
that but recalled going to Elba about 
A month ago.

SPEAKER GILLETT. 


PUT OBSCENE REPORT IN RECORD 


Texan Utterly Crushed and Worn By 
Experience In Meeting Wrath 
of Colleagues. 


Washington-—- Saved from being 
thrown Out of the house of represen- 
tatives by a bare margin of eight 
votes, Thomas UL. Blanton, Texas 
Democrat,was publicly reprimanded by 
Speaker Gillett, in accordance with a 
resolution of censure, against which 
no man cast a single yoie. 

The congressman from Texas 
caused obscene material to be printed 
in the Congressional Record, accord- 
ing to the resolution. 

Then, a moment later, as he walked 
out of the chamber with all eyes upon 
him, he toppled over in a heap. Some 
of his colleagues who had voted*to 
expel him picked him up and placed 
him on a lounge. But he did not stay 
there long. Rousing himself, he 
stumbled out, tears streaming dowu 
his cheeks, and as he went away he 
was heard to express the hope he 
might never see the house again. 

There was no doubt of the fact, as 
members expressed it, that the Texan 
was utterly crushed and worn by his 
experience of the day, an experience 
that seldom come during the life of a 
man in congress. 

When it was apparent the resolu- 
tion of censure would be adopted by a 
wide margin, Speaker Gillett an- 
nounced he would reprimand Blanton 
before his colleagues immediately af- 
ter completion of the vote. 

The resolution of censure was pass- 
ed by a vote of 293 to 0, with 26 mem- 
bers voting “present.” 

Representative Blanton than was 
taken before the bar of the house by 
the sergeant-at-arms and publicly cen- 
sured and reprimanded by Speaker 
Gillett.

Veterans, to Receive Treatment, Must 
Comply With the Condirions 
Prescribed, 


An outline of the procedure for ex- 
service men to obtain dental treatment 


has heen prepared by the national 
service division of the Ainericun Le- 
gion, 


Dental treatment will be furnished 
by the bureau of war risk insur- 
unce to veterans of the World war 
under the following eondirtons: 

. 1. Where a person has heen award- 
ed compensation fur dental disability. 

2. When such treatment ts peces- 
sary for the cure of a condition which 
resulted from military service and is 


the reason for which compensation 
has been awarded. 
3. In emergency cases which are 


immediately necessary for the rellef 
of conditions endangering the life of 
the patient or causing great pain. 
Claimants who have not been award- 
ed dental disability, but feel they 
should have such due to military 
service, should immediately file claim 
in the regular manner; whereupon 
they will receive an order from the 
district medical supervisor to report 
To the nearest dential examiner for ex- 


amination and suci emergency treat- 
tuent as may be required. Approval 
of the dental examiner's report must 
be mide by the bureauooof war. risk

down from the mountains by the two 
great rivers. 


The process of tand making is still 
going on, and the waters of the Per 
slan Gulf are being pushed back at the 
rate of about 72 feet per annum 
What this slow process may achieve 
in many centuries ts evidenced by the 
fact that we know that the ancieot 
town of Eridu was, about 3000 B. G, 
an important seaport on the Persian 
Gulf. It is now 125 miles from the 
sea. 

Control of Waters Necessary. 

Both lands were entirely dependent 
for their habitability and fertility on 
the rivers which-trnversed them. In 
Mesopotamia the Tigris and the Eu- 
phrates have for long stretehes chan- 
neled deep into the soll and flow be- 
low the level of the land. In the low- 
er district—Babylonia—the ordinary 
level of the rivers is frequently above 
that of the surrounding plain; so that 
inundations are of frequent occur- 
rence, and large tracts of the country 
are now unhealthy marshland. 

In both cases, therefore, though for 
opposite reasons, the hand of man was 
needed to make the rivers helpful. In 
Mesopotamja the water was = con- 
trolled by dikes and dams, which held

it up until It was raised to the level 
of the land, over which it was then 
distributed by canals. In Babylonia 
the surplus water was drawn off di- 
rectly by a great canal system, the 
banks of whose ancient arteries still 
stretch in formidable ridges across 
the platfu. 


Under the system of irrigation both 
lands were astonishingly fertile. Even 
today {t can be seen that only weil- 
directed work ts needed to bring back 
the ancient fertility. After the spring 
rains, the Mesopotamian slopes are 
clothed with rich verdure and are 
gay with flowers. But of old, these 
lands were the wonder of the world 
for their richness, 


Of Babylonia the Greek hbjstorlan 
Herodotus, wrote 2,350 years ago; 
“This territory is of all that we know 
the best by far for producing grain; 
as to trees, it does not even attempt 
to bear them, either fig or vine or 
olive; but for producing grain it {a 
so good that it returns as much as 
two hundred fold for the average, 
and when It bears at its best, it pro- 
duces three huudred fold.”

Zeppelin’s First Dirigible 


Zeppelin’s first dirigible was 446 
feet long. This huge airship was not 
merely a bag filled ith gas. It was 
constructed with a rigid framework 
of aluminium alloy, within which 
were 17 separate chambers, having 
partitions of sheet aluminum between. 
In each chamber wns # gas bag. These 
had a total,capacity of 460,000 cubic 
feet of gas, giving a lifting power of 
82,000 pounds The entire framework 


of the ship was inclosed fn a cover- 
log made of cotton and rubber, which 
was really merely a jacket to protect 
It from the weather.

When those 
benefits are noticeable, now, with the 
bureau supported in the penny-ante 
method of the past 12 years, since the 
bureau’s foundation, it ia impossible 
to estimate the returns on an adver. 
tising and development campaign 
such as Northeastern Michigan will 
put on when the time comes that it is 
fully awake to its own possibilities. 

The Western Michigan Develop- 
ment Bureau in a year spends as 
much for advertising alone as we 
spent for the entire work of our De- 
partment Bureau. The Upper Penin- 
sula annually spends thousands adver- 
tising “Cloverland;” we have all the 
upper peninsula can offer the pros- 
pective settler and more. 

Northeastern Michigan is spending 
something like $10,000 or $12,000 a4 
year for the work of its development 
Bureau. We ought to be spending 
four or five times that amount. Wher: 
We come to realize what we spend ir 
a real advertising and developmen: 
campaign will be returned to us many 
times over we shall spend the large: 
sum.

stating that the grower, Mr. So an 
So, of such and such a locality, grew 
so many bushels to the acre; estimat- 
ed the cost of growing them at sc 
much, cost of land, and the fact that 
he sold them at such and such a price 
and showing a very fine net profit. 

Now the Development Bureau is 
‘| not in position at present to hire any 
body to gather up these special dis 
plays, therefore we are suggesting 
to the local Business Mens’ Organi- 
zations, Chambers of Commerce, 
Farm Bureaus, etc., that in no way 
could they bring attention to thei) 
town more easily than by preparing 
and sending down these special! exhib- 
its with the information which should 
accompany them. 

This has been a special year for 
corn in Northeastern Michigan and w« 
should have a corn exhibit. 

Tt is estimated that about sever. 
thousand people pass this locatior 
each day and we know from past ex 
perience that chunge in the display of 
‘exhibit valways attracts additional 
attention. 

When material is ready for ship- 
ment notify the Developmnet Bureau 
Cffice (Bay City).

WAS “ARRESTED FOR ALLEGED| 


VIOLATION. OF GAME LAWS. . 


Cade Attracts. Mueh Interest. | Jury 


Out But 17 Mimites. 


From the Mio Telegram, Oct. 13: 
“On Sept. 22nd, A. S. Snyder, who 


lives. in Greenwood. township, this 
county was arrested by Game. 
Fenton Crall for having a smail dam 


arden 


across a ditch leading from Big Bear 
Lake, Cral! claiming that this diteh 
had been a running stream and the 
dimming of it prevented the free 
passage of fish from the East Branch 
of Big Creek to the lake. 

.“The trial was set for Friday last, 
at Mio.***and the jury was: out but 
17. minutes when they brought in a 
verdict of not guilty, which verdict 
was heartily applauded by the spec- 
tators.” 

The main point in the case seemed 
to be whether or not this was an ar- 
tificial ditch or a natural stream, and 
appdrently the jury had no trouble in 
believing that it had been built there 
by the owner of the land, and ‘used 
to drain the low lands thru which it 
travelled. 

In further comments on the case 
the Telegram says: 

‘“This case wag an outrage on the 
taxpayers of the county and has cost 
them the sum of $352.40, of which 
sum claims $48.85 as fees” 

Crall does not seem to be very pop- 
ular with the people about Mio and it 
seems to be the impression of some 
that he is trying to make a record as 
game warden. He has been game 
warden since the first of August and 
boasts of 31 convictions.. This is the 
first of his cases to be be contested: 

We consider that’ malicious and 
wholesale arrests on the part of any 
officer is a great mistake. An officer 
wHo is looking to find little things 
that may seem to be misdemeannrs 
or in any way seem violation of the 
law, just so that he can add stars tc 
his record of arrests, we believe is 
making a serious error. We believe 
also that when an officer fails to be 
in sympathy with the enforcement of 
ihe laws for the purpose of bettering 
social conditions, protecting proper- 
ty and people’s rights, he is trans- 
gressing into a bully or perhaps a 
grasping, greedy fee grabber and he 
soon loses the confidence and esteem 
of the people generally. 

Such officers soon have influence 
and their work Jacks effect and con- 
viction and, especially in jury trial 
vases he can seldom win a conviction. 

To be personal we may here cite an 
example of what we believe superior 
official efficiency. We recently asked 
Grayling’s well-known game wurden 
hk.
